SUBJECT: MTN: OPENING STATEMENT OF THE EC AT THE MARCH 24 
AGRICULTURE GROUP MEETING 

TRANSMITTED HEREWITH IS AN INFORMAL DELEGATION TRANS- 
LATION OF THE EC OPENING STATEMENT AT THE MARCH 24 
MEETING OF THE AGRICULTURE GROUP. AT PRESENT THERE EXISTS 
NO OFFICIAL ENGLISH VERSION OF THIS STATEMENT. 

QUOTE PARAGRAPH 3(E) OF THE TOKYO MINISTERIAL DECLA- 
RATION EMPHASIZES THE NECESSITY OF SEEKING AN APPROACH 
TO THE/CONDUCT OF THE NEGOTIATIONS IN THE AGRICULTURAL 
SECTOR WHICH TAKES ACCOUNT OF THE CHARACTERISTICS AND 
PROBLEMS PERTINENT TO THIS SECTOR. GIVEN THESE CHARACTER- 
ISTICS AND PROBLEMS AND GIVEN THE FACT THAT THE NEGOTIA- 
TIONS SHOULD PERMIT THE LAYING OF THE FOUNDATIONS FOR A DURABLE 
SOLUTION OF THESE PROBLEMS. THE COMMUNITY BELIEVES THAT 
IT IS THROUGH MARKET STABILITY THAT THE DESIRED EXPANSION 
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OF AGRICULTURAL TRADE WILL BE ACHIEVED. 

WAHT IS THEREFORE THE APPROACH PROPOSED BY THE 
COMMUNITY FOR THE GATT NEGOTIATIONS? 
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A STRENGTHENING OF THE PRESENT MECHANISMS OF 
MUTUAL INFORMATION IN ORDER TO ARRIVE AT A BETTER 
KNOWLEDGE OF THE MARKETS AND A BETTER COORDINATION OF 
THE POLICIES PURSUED APPEARS TO BE THE FIRST ELEMENT 
WHICH SHOULD BE DEVELOPED. THIS FACT HAS ALREADY BEEN 
HIGHLIGHTED BY THE WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE. THE COM- 
MUNITY SHARES THE VIEW EXPRESSED AT THIS CONFERENCE AND 
BELIEVES THAT AN ENGAGEMENT BY ALL PARTIES TO THESE 
NEGOTIATIONS TO COLLABORATE ACTIVELY IN THE INSTITUTIONS 
SET UP BY THE CONFERENCE WOULD CONSTITUTE A FIRST POSI- 
TIVE ELEMENT MAKING IT POSSIBLE TO LIMIT THE CAUSES WHICH 
ARE AT THE ROOT OF THE EXTREME DEMAND AND SUPPLY SITUA- 
TIONS IN THE AGRICULTURAL SECTOR. 

IN DEFINING MORE PRECISELY THIS APPROACH, IT MUST 
BE ADMITTED THAT THESE CHARACTERISTICS AND PROBLEMS ARE 
GERMANE TO ALL PRODUCTS IN THE AGRICULTURAL SECTOR. 
HOWEVER, DIFFERENCES IN THEIR IMPORTANCE AND THE PECULIARI- 
TIES OF EACH PRODUCT SECTOR LEAD TO THE BELIEF THAT, WHILE 
FOLLOWING THE SAME GENERAL LINE FOR ALL PRODUCTS, IT 
WOULD BE APPROPRIATE TO PROVIDE FOR A CERTAIN DIVERSITY 
FOR THE DIFFERENT SECTORS. AS FAR AS THE COMMUNITY 
IS CONCERNED, THIS DIVERSITY EXPRESSES ITSELF IN A 
MORE OR LESS STRUCTURED FORM OF THE COMMITMENTS TO 
BE UNDERTAKEN. 

I) IN THE SECTORS WHICH ARE BASIC FOR 
HUMAN NUTRITION (GRAINS, DAIRY PRODUCTS, SUGAR, RICE), 

THE APPROACH SHOULD LEAD TO THE CREATION OF A FRAME- 
WORK WITHIN WHICH OBLIGATIONS CONCERNING A PRICE DISCI- 
PLINE WOULD BE ASSUMED AND STORAGE SCHEMES (EXCEPT FOR 
DAIRY PRODUCTS) WOULD BE ESTABLISHED. THESE OBLIGA- 
TIONS WOULD REPRESENT INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENTS. THE 
OBLIGATIONS ASSUMED SHOULD MAKE POSSIBLE THE ATTAIN- 
MENT OF PRICE STABILITY, SECURITY OF SUPPLY AND 
MARKETS AND, GENERALLY, SECURITY FOR THE WORLD S FOOD 
SUPPLY. 
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THESE INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENTS WOULD INCLUDE A 
PRICE RANGE WITHIN WHICH TRADE SHOULD TAKE PLACE. A 
PRICE DISCIPLINE AT THE MAXIMUM AND MINIMUM PRICE 
LEVEL TO BE RESPECTED BY THE MEMBERS TO THESE AGREE- 
MENTS SHOULD BE ENVISAGED. FOR DAIRY PRODUCTS THE 
AGREEMENT WOULD BE IN SUBSTANCE LIMITED TO THIS SCHEME. 

IN ORDER TO FACILITATE OBSERVANCE OF THIS PRICE RANGE, 

A CONCERTED POLICY OF NATIONAL STOCKS SHOULD BE PRO- 
VIDED FOR THE OTHER PRODUCTS. THE ADJUSTMENT OF 
SUPPLY TO DEMAND WHICH THESE CONCERTED STOCKING POLICIES 
WOULD ACHIEVE SHOULD LEAD TO THE CREATION OF MARKET CON 
DITIONS SUCH THAT TRADE COULD EFFECTIVELY TAKE PLACE 
WITHIN THIS PRICE RANGE. THE MECHANISM ENVISAGED

FOR THE EFFECTIVE COORDINATION OF NATIONAL STOCKING 
POLICIES WHICH ARE INDISPENSABLE FOR ENSURING THE 
BALANCING ROLE OF SUPPLY ON THE WORLD MARKET SHOULD 
BE BASED ON OBIECTIVE REFERENCE CRITERIA WHICH WOULD 
TRIGGER CONCERTED ACTION. THE ESTABLISHMENT AND 
OPERATION OF THESE MECHANISMS WILL REQUIRE THE USE OF 
A PERMANENT ORGAN. MOREOVER. PARTICIPATION IN SUCH 
AGREEMENTS SHOULD BE AS BROAD AS POSSIBLE. 

THE OFFER OF THE COMMUNITY CONSISTS IN ITS 
PARTICIPATION IN THIS STABILIZING MECHANISMS WHICH WILL 
PERMIT TRADE TO EXPAND. THIS CONSTITUTES A SIGNIFICANT 
OFFER WHICH MEETS THE OBIECTIVES OF THE MTN DUE TO 
THE INHERENT OBLIGATIONS TO RESPECT A PRICE DISCIPLINE 
AND TO PARTICIPATE IN A COORDINATED NATIONAL STOCKING 
POLICY. 

H) THERE ARE STILL OTHER PRODUCTS WHICH ARE 
IMPORTANT IN INTERNATIONAL TRADE AND IN THE AGRICULTURAL 
ACTIVITY OF MANY CONTRACTING PARTIES. THEIR PRODUCTION 
AND MARKET CHARACTERISTICS LEND THEMSELVES TO A LESS 
STRUCTURED APPROACH AIMING AT MARKET STABILITY. AN 
OBLIGATION AIMING AT AN ORDERLY FUNCTIONING OF THE 
WORLD MARKET WOULD REPRESENT FOR THE COMMUNITY AN APPROPRIATE 
APPROACH. IT WOULD INVOLVE ACTING IN SUCH A WAY THAT 
THE EXPORTERS OF THESE PRODUCTS WOULD ENDEAVOR TO PRACTICE 
AN EXPORT POLICY ACCORDING TO AGREED RULES. THIS 
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WOULD LEAD TO A BETTER STABILITY AND GREATER SECURITY 
OF MARKET CONDITIONS WHICH SHOULD ENABLE IMPORTERS

UNITY CONSISTS IN ITS PARTICIPATION AS IMPORTER AS 
WELL AS EXPORTER IN THE AGREEMENTS WHICH ENTAIL THESE 
DISCIPLINES. 

HI) THERE IS A LAST CATEGORY OF PRODUCTS FOR 
WHICH IT DOESN'T SEEM NECESSARY TO APPLY ADDITIONAL RULES 
TO THE GENERAL RULES APPLICABLE TO TRADE IN AGRICULTURAL 
PRODUCTS. 

FOR THESE PRODUCTS IT WOULD BE POSSIBLE TO 
ENVISAGE, UNDER CERTAIN CONDITIONS AND ON A CASE BY CASE 
BASIS, A TARIFF APPROACH. 

IV) MOREOVER, AS TO TRADE IN AGRICULTURAL 
PRODUCTS, RULES TO BE DETERMINED FOR NONTARIFF MEASURES 
WHICH AFFECT THE CONDITIONS OF TRADE SHOULD BE RESPECTED. 

IT IS IMPORTANT TO DISCUSS WITHIN THE AGRICULTURAL 
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FRAMEWORK OF THESE NEGOTIATIONS ALL THESE OBSTACLES 
AND THOSE OF THEIR ASPECTS WHICH ARE PECULIAR TO AGRI 
CULTURAL. THE OVERALL APPROACH SHOULD AIM AT ESTABLISHING 
MORE STABLE TRADING CONDITIONS AND MORE EQUITABLE CON- 
DITIONS OF COMPETITION. 

IN THE VIEW OF THE COMMUNITY THIS APPROACH AND 
THIS OFFER SHOULD PERMIT THE ACHIEVEMENT OF THE OBJEC- 
TIVES OF THE NEGOTIATIONS. THIS APPROACH SHOULD ALSO 
MEET THE ASPIRATIONS OF THE LDC'S CONCERNING 
THE EXPANSION OF THEIR TRADE. THE COMMUNITY THINKS 
THAT WITHIN THE GENERAL APPROACH IT PROPOSES, SPECIAL 
MODALITIES SHOULD BE FORESEEN FOR THIS PURPOSE. THESE 
SPECIAL MODALITIES SHOULD APPLY TO INTERNATIONAL AGREE- 
MENTS. TO CONCERTED DISCIPLINES, OR TO OTHER RULES, 

TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE SPECIAL SITUATION OF LDC’S FOR 
WHICH THE GSP CONSTITUTES AN ELEMENT WHICH THE COM- 
MUNITY DOES NOT EXCLUDE FROM TAKING INTO CONSIDERATION. 
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THE APPROACH AND THE OFFER TO PARTICIPATE IN ALL 
AGREEMENTS COVERS ALL PRODUCTS OF THE AGRICULTURAL 
SECTOR AND ALL PERTINENT ELEMENTS THEREIN. THIS APPROACH 
IS GENERAL BUT ALSO PRAGMATIC AND ADOPTED TO THE CHARAC- 
TERISTICS OF THE VARIOUS PRODUCTS AND OTHER PROBLEMS 
WHICH SHOULD BE THE SUBJECT OF NEGOTIATION. 

IN THE LIGHT OF THESE PROCEDURES THE COMMUNITY 
SUGGESTS THAT THE AGRICULTURE GROUP ORGANIZE ITS WORK 
AT THIS STAGE ACCORDING TO THE FOLLOWING PROGRAM. IT 
THEREBY RESERVES TO ITSELF THE POSSIBILITY OF COMPLETING 
THIS PROGRAM IN THE FURTHER COURSE OF THE NEGOTIATIONS. 
-CREATION OF SUBGROUPS FOR PRODUCT SECTORS; 

-CREATION OF SUBGROUPS FOR TARIFF AND NON- 
TARIFF MEASURE PROBLEMS. 

AS REGARDS PRODUCTS SUBGROUPS, THE COMMUNITY 
PROPOSES THE CREATION OF THE FOLLOWING SUBGROUPS: 

1) GRAINS, 2) DAIRY PRODUCTS, 3) SUGAR, 4) RICE, 

5) BEEF. MOREOVER, THE COMMUNITY IS AGREEABLE TO THE 
CREATION OF ANY OTHER SUBGROUP. THE WORK, WHICH SHOULD 
START IN EACH SUBGROUP, SHOULD AIM AT DETERMINING 
THE PRINCIPAL ELEMENTS OF THE GENERAL APPROACH TO BE USED 
IN THESE SECTORS. THIS WOULD PERMIT PROCEEDING TO A 
FIRST EVALUATION OF THE CONTENTS OF THE OFFERS OF 
THE PARTIES TO THIS NEGOTIATION IN THIS SECTOR SO 
THAT THESE OFFERS CAN BE TAKEN INTO CONSIDERATION WITHIN 
THE TOTAL CONTEXT OF THE NEGOTIATIONS. THE NECESSITY 
OF THE LARGEST POSSIBLE PARTICIPATION IN THE GENERAL 
SOLUTIONS AS WELL AS THE NECESSITY OF HAVING RECOURSE TO 
PERMANENT ORGANS COULD LEAD TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF 
A LINK-WHOSE NATURE SHOULD BE DETERMINED AT A LATER 
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STAGE-BETWEEN THESE SUBGROUPS AND EXISTING INTER- 
NATIONAL ORGANS IN THE FRAMEWORK OF WHICH A LARGER 
ARTICIPATION COULD BE ACHIEVED. 

AS REGARDS SUBGROUPS FOR DEALING WITH TARIFF AND 
NONTARIFF MEASURE PROBLEMS, THE COMMUNITY PROPOSES THE 
CREATION OF THE FOLLOWING SUBGROUPS: 

1) QR'S AND OTHER IMPORTANT MEASURES INCLUDING 
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TARIFFS; 

2) EXPORT SUBSIDIES; 

3) QUESTIONS RELATED TO STANDARDS. LABELLING, 

PACKAGING, RULES OF ORIGIN, AND SANITARY AND PHYTO- 
SANITARY RULES. 

THE COMMUNITY IS READY TO PARTICIPATE ACTIVELY IN 
THE NEGOTIATIONS WHICH ARE TO BE CONDUCTED UNDER THIS 
PROGRAM. IT IS CONVINCED THAT THE CONCERT ATION WHICH 
IS TO BE ESTABLISHED IN ORDER TO MAKE POSSIBLE THE 
STABILITY AND SECURITY OF TRADING CONDITIONS IS NECES- 
SARY IN ORDER TO AVOID DRAMATIC CONDITIONS IN THE WORLD 
FOOD SITUATION FOR WHICH THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY 
IS RESPONSIBLE. THIS APPROACH CONSTITUTES THE MOST 
EFFICIENT AND MOST NECESSARY MEANS OF ACHIEVING AN 
EXPANSION OF AGRICULTURAL TRADE WHICH THESE NEGOTIATIONS
